Gentlemen:—The Superintendent of Schools takes pleasure in 
presenting before your Honorable Body his annual report, with 
accompanying table of School Statistics. 


NORMAL SCHOOL. 


The Superintendent congratulates the Assembly upon the sue- 
cess attendant upon the establishment of the University. To the 
normal department of this institution does the Territory look with 
anxious solicitude for a supply of school teachers—the great des- 
iderata of our educational interests, | 

Were provision made by statutory enactment for the education 
of а limited number of students gratuitously, who might be sent 
from each county to the normal department, for the purpose of 
qualifying themselves to become teachers in their respective coun- 
ties, an impetus would be given to the common school interests by 
creating, in a few years, an educational corps that: would be able 
to furnish the incessant and increasing, but unsupplied demand for 
competent school teachers. Any fostering legislation extended to 
this department of the University confers,a direct blessing on the 


school interests of the Territory. 


DESERET ALPHABET. 


The Superintendent, in his recent school visits, has advocated 
the introduction and adoption of the Deseret characters and sys-. 
tem of orthography in ou? common schools, and takes pleasure in 
stating that many teachers feel alive fo the importance of the sub- 
ject, and that the school authorities, in every district visited, have 
given it their hearty endorsement. The work of the reformation 
of English orthography and the introduction of a new character, 
in which to write and print our language, is a stupendous task, 
requiring time, means, patience, and unyielding perseverance; but 
the ease with which it is attained and the facility imparted by 
the system to the acquisition of English orthography, enables 
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us to hope that when sufficient means are available to carry on 
the printing in that method, that but a few years will pass until 
the News, the Instructor, the Ogden Junction, and a host of other 
intellectual lights, will spring up, clothedin the unique, novel, and 
simple dress of the Deseret character. If the Legislative Assem- 
bly, in their economical and judicious distribution of the public 
money, would appropriate two thousand dollars to be expended in 
getting up a spelling book or elementary dictionary, another step 
could be taken which is very necessary and important in the 
further prosecution of this important reform, 


SCHOOL LANDS. 


On September 27, 1867, the Superintendent wrote to Mr. Jos. 8. 
Wilson, Commissioner, Land Office, at Washington, asking that 
gentleman to use his influence to procure for Utah all thead- 
vantages accruing through the liberal grants of Government. To 
this communication the Commissioner replied as follows: 


Robert L. Campbell, Esq., TEN 
~ Valt Lake City: . 
Sir:—In reply to your letter of the 27th ult., I have to state that 
sections sixteen and thirty-six are reserved for schools in Utah 
Territory, but title thereto cannot be aequired until further legis- 
lation, by Congress, making the ''grant in place," which is not 
usually done until the community passes from a Territorial eondi- 
tion to a State. . |

It is said that the Territories sustain the relationship of wards to 
the General Government. What would be thought of a guardian, 
in whose possession there were munificent legacies, specially de- 
signed for educational purposes, who would turn round and say to 


-hisward, ‘True, tnere are liberal provisions made for your educa- 


tion, but these grants are not usually given to wards until they 
become of age." Would not the ward have just cause of complaint? 
'That in the greatest time of need, the most seasonable period of 
life, educational f: cilities should be withheld. That the most lib- 
eral and free Government on the earth should thus act toward its 
wards, is indeed astonishing. 

I would recommend that Ronnies be memorialized on this sub- 
ject, setting forth the educational claims of Utah, and it is to be 
hoped that when such a reasonable and just memorial is presented, ' 
that the matter will be favorably entertained and the munificen 
grants extended for educational purposes freely accorded. 


COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS. 


Wherever County Superintendents take pleasure in visiting the 
schools under their supervision improvement is manifest and the 
statisties are promptly returned. herever the County Buperin- 
tendents do not enjoy the spirit of their calling the school inter- 
ests are retarded,and it would be a blessing ifsuch would resign their 
statión and give room for those who would do the good for which 
the office was instituted. The communication of Superintendent 
Burgon, of the extreme southern portion of the Territory, is intere 
esting and the same is appended marked doc. A. |

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‚ If County Superintendents will take pains to note the condition 
and progress of schools and communicate succinctly any items of 


' interest in their respective fields of labor, the same will be inserted 


in the annual report of this superintendency. 
| J— FEMALE TEACHERS, 


It is recommended "that school Trustees in their respective dis- 
tricts choose the most talented females for teachers,and where there 
are no females sufficiently qualified, that the district unite and 
send some eligible female to the normal department of the Uni- 
versity until she receives a certficate of ability to teach. In the 
minds of some Trustees there is a prejudice against female teachers, 
but thé experience of the Superintendent proves to him that the 
female teacher, if she be as intelligent and educated, is equal in 
capacity and ability to instruct and govern youth, and so far as . 
regards the primary scholars, the female teacher will sometimes 
excel in patience and forbearance; and wherever there is a 
healthy influence exerted by Trustees and parents, the govern- 
ment in a school taught by a dignified female, will not be found 
lacking. The presence of a lady imparts an inspiration of respect, ` 
awe and reverence even to the rude of the other sex, which none 
but the vicious and barbarous can ignore. `’ 


MORALITY. 


Although the scriptures are not taught in'our common schools 
save what extracts are found in readers, yet itis advised that all 
teachers open and close their exercises by prayer, and that princi- 
ples of morality and good order be inculcated in all the schools. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 


The character of the school houses, recently built in some of the 
counties, are very creditable. In this connection it might not be 
invidious to name the settlements of Logan and Wellsville, in 
Cache county, and a few of the districts in Weber county. Several 
-of these buildings might be called model school houses, and reflect 
-eredit on the Trustees of the respective districts. InCaehe, Weber and 


‘other counties, where the same spirit is alive, and where substan- 


tial houses have been erected, were there a concentration of means | 
for the purpose of furnishing these houses with writing tablets, 
maps and other school furniture and apparatus, teachers of ability 


` would be attracted. 


STATISTICS. 


The Superintendent recommends that the school code be altered 
80 that the enumeration of the school population will only include 
children from five to fifteen years. The present enumeration does 
injustice to the school statistics; at the age of four very few child- 
ren are ever sent to school, and the majority of those over fifteen 


years, who are studying, attend commercial colleges or the Univer- 


sity and its branches. In Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Cali- 
fornia, the school population includes children between the ages of 
five and fifteen. I πα. A | 

The dilatoriness of school Trustees in furnishing the statistics of 
their districts is a fruitful source of complaint апа renders it impos- 
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sible for the County Superintendents to report at the time required. 
by statute. Some also of the County Superintendents -are not suf- 
ficiently alive to the importance of obtaining and duly forwarding 


. statistics. = 


Herewith is respeetfully submitted а statistical statement eom- 
piledby the National Bureau of Education,showingthe educational 
statistics of the different States, entitled doc. B. | 

From this statistical statement, it will be seen that schools, in 
this Territory, are к open оп an average more months in the 
yearthanin many of the older Statesin the Union, which certainl 
speaks well for Utah, especially when it is remembered that Uta 
has improvised and sustains her present school system without a 
dollar from the General Government or an acre of land, 


TEXT BOOKS. 


There is more uniformity in text books in Utah, probably, than 
in any other part of our country. The books adopted by tbe school 
authorities are almost universally used in the schools. 'The co- 
operative stores, established lately, are auxiliary in this matter and 


import those endorsed.

There have been some changes in the eounty during: the past 
school ‘year. Three Districts formerly reported from this office, 
have, by legislative enactment, been organized into Kane county; 
namely Harmony, Toquerville, and Kanarra; one new District has 
been organized, namely Leeds: a settlement lately established north 
of Harrisburg. | 

Our sehools through the county are steadily improving and the 
attendance becoming more steady. Many of the districts are pay- 
ing their teachers by taxation, and think it an ey eee upon 
the system of teachers collecting their pay directly from the parents 
of the scholars. с 

School houses are in course of erection where none are reported. 

My report is delayed beyond its time, on account of several of 
the districts having elected a new Board of Trustees, and, as these 
come into office about the time the reports become due, it is seldom 
they make themselves acquainted with the duties of their office in 
time to make the report to date. |

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Schools. 


An ACT providing for the establishment and support of Common 


SEC. 1.—Be it enacted by the Governor and Legislative Assem- 
bly of the Territory of Utah: That any School District heretofore 
established pursuant to any law of this Territory, shall remain as it 
now exists, until aitered as hereinafter provided. 

SEC. 2.—The county courts, at their regular or special sessions, 
shall divide their respective counties into School Districts, where 
not already dene, and number the same, and prescribes such limits 
as will promote education and the convenience of the people. 


SEC. 3.—The county courts are hereby empowered to change 


the boundaries of School Districts, or consolidate two or more into 
one, if the public good require: Provided, that where School Dis- 
tricts have built school houses by a tax оп the whole District, said 
District shall not be divided, until equitable provision has been 
made for sehool houses in the new districts to be organized. Set- 
tlers on or near county lines of two or more counties, may be 
fermed into a school district, by the mutual agreement of the 
county courts of such counties. | 

` SEC. 4.—In each school district there shall be three trustees, 
residents and householders in their districts, who shall be elected 
by a majority ofthe votes given at a meeting held for that purpose; 
and shall have power to appoint a clerk, an assessor, collector and 
treasurer, who may be.of their own number or be selected from 
citizens of the district. 

SEC. 5.—The trustees now in office, or who shall be elected or 
appointed, shall qualify, by taking an oath of office and giving 
bonds to the county court of the county where they reside, in such 
sums and with such securities as the clerk of the county court may 
approve, conditioned for the faithful performance of their duties; 
and shall continue in office for two years and until their successors 
are elected and qualified. | 

Sec. 6.—The Trustees shall be elected by the voters, residents 
and-owners of taxable property in their respective School Districts. 
For the election of Trustees and for the vote on the rate per ceut. 
on the taxes to be assessed, notice shall be given, at least one week 
before the time appointed, by notifying euch tax-payer, either in 
person or by leaving a written notice at his residence, of the time, 
place and.object of the, meeting; said notice shall be given by at 

east five prominent residents of the district; but if the district be 
organized, then. said notice shall be given by the Trustees. At 
such meeting Trustees may be elected or a tax levied viva-voce, or 
by. ballot, as the meeting may determine. . 

SEC. 7. -The Trustees shall provide a suitable school house or 
school houses and keep the same in repair, for which purpose the 
are hereby empowered to assess and collect annually a tax on all 
taxable property within their district, not exceeding one-fourth of 
one per cent.; should more than one-fourth of one percent. be need- 


. ed per annum te build and repair school houses, or for other school 


urposes, an estimate of the approximate cost thereof shall be made 
y the Trustees, and the rate may be increased to any sum not ex- 
ceeding three per cent,, as shall be decided by a vote of two-thirds 
of the tax-payers voting at a meeting ed for that purpose, 
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which tax shall be levied upon the taxable property in the District; 
. and- by а similar. vote a tax may be assessed and collected, of any 
sum not exceeding one per cent. per annum, to pay Teachers and 
furnish fuel, books, maps and other suitable articles for school pur- 
poses. The Trustees shall have power to remit taxes, to prescribe 
the manner in which schools shall be conducted, to establish out- 
houses, play grounds and other appurtenances. 2 
бес. 8.—' The Assessor shall, within such time as the Trustees 
may direct, make an assessment of the taxable property in his 
District and report the same to the Trustees, and when appealed to, 
the Trustees shall have power to examine said assessment, and, if 
necessary, correct the same; and their decision shall be final. 

SEC. 9.—The Collector shall pay all moneys or property, received 
on taxes, to the Trustees or to the Treasurer, as the Trustees may 
direct, and the Assessor, Collector and Treasurer, before entering 
upon the duties of their office, shall respectively qualify and give 
bonds, conditioned for the faithful performance of their duties, to 
the acceptance of the County Court, to be filed with the Clerk of 
said Court. | 

SEC. 10. —Whenever taxes shall have been assessed in accordance’ 
with this Act, and the tax payers shall have been duly notified of 
the amount due, the Board of Trustees, or any one of its members, 
or the qualified Collector, shall have power to commence suits at 
law, in any Court having jurisdiction, against any tax payer who 
shall neglect or refuse to pay said tax, or levy upon and sell his 
property, as upon executions at law; and any conveyance of such 
property made by the Trustees shall be valid. There shall be no 
appeal from any judgment rendered as prescribed in this section, 
unless the amount exceeds twenty dollars, when sued in the courts 
of the Justices of the Peace, or fifty dollars, when sued in the Pro~ 
bate or District Courts. 

Sec. 11.—The County Court of each County shall appoint, in 
their respective counties, where not already done, a Board of Exam- 
ination, to consist of three competent persons, who shall judge of 
the qualifications of School Teachers applying for sehools; and all 
applicants of a good moral character, considered competent shall 
receive a suitable certificate signed by the Board. š 

SEC. 12.—'The Trustees shall visit, officially, each school in their 
respective districts at least once during each term; and, on or before 
the second Monday in October in each yéar, take a census of the 
chi'dren between the ages of four and sixteen years residing in 
their Districts; and within ten days thereafter, shall make a report 
to the County Superintendent, stating the condition of the school 
or schools under their supervision, and particularly the items con< 
tained in the following form:
